Tom .Moore, rresidcnl uf. Ihi.- 
Trades and La.bour CouKress of Can- 
ada, speaker at the Voting M-:!n's 
.Vorum yesterday ;iflei;noon, deuil 
with what ho considered to bo the 
three i|iiesliniis of major iiucrest Im 
Canadian workers. Tho most in • 
portant. In his opinion, was how to 
secure stability of employment. The 
other two. dependent on tho first, avo 
how to provide for snif-roalizatioii 
in llic iiiaiinKcment of l)usiness, ami 
how to secure leisure in which to 
dovelopo phy.slcally and mentally. 

The first of these, said .Mr. .Mooic. 
is fuiidnnipntal to the other two, be- 
cause man, constantly faced with 
either actual iincmploynicnt or tho 
fear of unemployment, Is In no .stat'; 
of mind to consider calmly tho otlTcr 
two. Uc tliought there was a ten- 
dency to under-estlniate the impori- 
anco of iinemploymciit and Its effects 
and to Ignore Its c.Klslcnco, except 
at such times as Us volume becoineu 
so great as to threaten the ."iecurity 
of the state or the established soda! 
order. Tho opposite should be the 

case, bccauso. If its volume Is light, i Scores Wore Poor 
It should be all the more easily rem- ' 
odicd. and tho fact remains lliat tlie 
effect on the individual Is the .saui'; 
whether there are many or few af- 
fected, namely, to cause lilm to re!)cl 
against society which pfaces a bur- 
den upon him for whicli he is not 
responsible, and caused by conditions 
over which he has praotlcally no 
control . 

Government Commission 
■One of these limes occurred im- 
i mediately after the war, .said the 
speaker, when social tmrest bocanto 
so groat that tho Government of tho 
day appointed a commission to !n- 
vestlGalo Its causes. This was ihn 
Jfafhers commission, which held 
hearings throughout Canada.

Psychology i 

"The (hier funetlon of tho modern 
newspaper Is lo piovhic .oacli indiv- 
idual with an opportunity for self- ! 
realizHtion." This was the opinion cx- 
pro.ssed by I'rbf. 11. B. Uathbonc of 
.Vow York University In an address 
before the Columbus Forum yester- 
day afternoon on- '".Vcwsp.Tpcr Psycho- 
logy." 

Prof. Uathbonc divided his lecturn 
into four distinct parts. Tho firsi. 
consisted of :i general definition of 
lisycholn.^'y .ind a short explanation of 
such phases of th.i.l science as are ap- 
plicable to now.^p.i.pcr work. Tho sec- 
ond and third sections dealt with 
news and modern newspapers; while 
In the concluding section the lei-iin-e;- 
gathered up all the threads of his dis- 
cour.'-c and. from thcin dedulcd his 
linal conulu.sion. 

"At Its beginnins," -said the speaker, 
"ps.vchology \yas the study of tho 
.soul. Gradually It changed to tho 
study of tho mind, then to the study 
of the ronsoi'jiisiio.vs and now it in- 
eludes all !M.udy of human boh.^viour.■ 
Psychology of course, is a science and 
like all sciences it Is a systematized 
collection of knowledge. 

"It may bo well at this point to 
bring to your alK-ntiijii "process" 
of a scientific Invcstiç.uion. The first 
thing Is to establish definitely the ex- 
istence of a "problem. The nest !■ to 
gather all the .available facts concern- 
ing tho problem. The third is to study 
or co-rolatc these facts. The fourth 
is, by a process: of 'clUijlnatlQn, to re- 
ject all tho Irrelevant facts and the 
last stop is to deduce some formula 
frorn the remaining relevant ones. 

"Psychology, bein;; the study of 
human behavior, .applies this process 
to human beings and siiidies system- 
atically rhan"s response to his envir- 
onment and his r.ctlons In hU envir- 
onment. 

"Psychology may best bo studied 
through tho nerves. Nerves may be 
compared to teleplione wires carrying 
Information to centers ' In the .«pln.-il

The report told of di.scovcrics In 
tho ancient ccmolory in Ur where 
Iho expedition has Its lieudfiuarters 
this winter. 

TUggiiig vertically Into tho burial 
I'liamhcrs the excavators found 'ho re- 
mains of human sacrifices lo tho 
glory of llie dead riilor ;iiul of cla- 
boralo burial or fiinciMl feasts. 

In tho tomb of ".Mess-Kalam-Duir 
llio King," tho arohaeologisls found 
Iho remains of 30 women and In the 
tomb or his (lueon they dl.soovcrcil 
Ihn skeletons of four mon-servants or 
sailors and a serving maid.

He who flada 
and keeps it must taite It for b«tt«r-;||f 
for worse, for richer or tor poorer, to 
sickness and in health and foraaklag 
.all that ,U ^Ise, cleave steadfastly tS 
it. Undoubtedly truth is tho pn'"»!"?? - 
pearl which to o^-n one is wise to aeH 
all that he has. But its noblest raward 
is itself and nothing in the way ef 
material advantage. To seek trutll- te 
make merchandise of it, or to promote 
wordly ambitions, is lo seek In vain.

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INDIVIDUALITY 

Wlicn one is a member of a largo group 
of people .such ns is found at a univer.sity it is 
sometimes iiard to rise above the level of the 
aver.ige. 3Iuch li.Trdcr it nnift bo wlioii the group 
has taken on a larger a.^pect, ami men who have 
been in this larger group for somewhile, which 
they call The V»'orld, are continually echoing in 
our ears that to succeed in that larger group 
one must' develop that something called Indi- 
viduality. 

. Presumably it is for this rea.son. which 
students attend the universities, for has it not 
been said that the university prepares the 
young man or woman, as the case may he. for 
the world in which he or she must take a place. 
Ye£ it appears somewhat difficult to acquire this 
indivic'ual'ty for there seems to he no lectures 
given in the subject and our knowledge comes 
from that source. 

In this case individuality has to be devel- 
oped somshow by the student without any 
guidance froin those who have found that that 
desired attribute is neces.sary. In this un- 
guided sphsre the desire to be individual, and 
not one of the common run of folk, has taken 
some forms which have earned for the student 
the name of 'poseur.' The practical joker, the 
hatless one, the office seeker, the full-to-the-hilt- 
witji-ideas person, or even the girl who can al- 
ways g3t a date are the outcome of the unguid- 
ed desire which is fed by the insist-ent advice 
from those who have made their so-called mark 
in the world. ' 

During the present week many students in 
the Arts Faculty will be Avriting some of their 
final examinations. These tests are seemingly 
the- only m.eans by which the other person -can 
form an opinion of the ability of the student. It 
would appear reasonable that if individuality 
is the most needed thing in the larger group 
than the results of these tests show give some 
inkling as to the success of the student in that 
direction. 

' But individuality is not a thing which is 
very acceptable in this direction. .Supposing 
that some .student should coin a new vocabul- 
ary esiiecially for the occasion of the examina- 
tion to show how well he has been schooled in 
this sphere, it is to be feared that the results 
whicii would he attributed to him would not 
Btrfnd well for him in his dealings with the 
peo])lc of the larger group. Yet he would have 
shown more individuality than the average 
student, for coining a new vocabulary is no easy 
task. 

/ Individuality is not then the thing to be 
acïiieycci and if a cursory g'.ance is taken of 
those who shout loudest of it, it will be seen 
that thay are certainly of the average type. 
Perhap.s it it; an inferiority complex, perhaps 
they liave not achieved all that they had set out 
to £at and think that the only way is by their 
warning, anyw-ay they cannot say that they 
have proved its woi-th. 

Comparisons are odious but it can be seen 
that university graduates have, in the main, led 
the largor gi oup in the important things of life. 
Theirs w-as not a seeking after individuality. 
At fir.?t it was the feeling of being a member 
of a class year, then of a faculty in a univer- 
sity, then of the university itself. To think col- 
lectively is to enjoy life and be the most help- 
ful in the long run. 



A GOOD VOCABULARY 

One of the earmarks of a liberal education 
is an adequate vocabulary. The art of commun- 
ication is one of the greatest tools that civilised 
man has at his dispo.sal; the are of communi- 
cation between individual and individual, and of 
organization with organization. 

Modern communiciitioii v;ith all its i"ami- 
fication.s of telegraph and telephone and radio, 
is essentially a supsi'structure built upon the 
ability ,of one man to communicate directly with 
another man by speech. It is our al)i]ity to use 
words that form a basis for our civilization. 

Through a process of development we have 
aqiKrod a great number of words to convey del- 
icate connotations of meaning; and nowadays 
we have very delicate meanings to convey. In 
order to be e.^act in our speech we must have 
a vocabulary at our finger tips. Ignorant 
people are apt to judge the quality of a man's 
education by the length of the words he uses. 
Better educ«ed people p:ir:,s judgement rather 
Oil Ilia choice of words. They know tliat a fine 



appreciation of words implies a fin;,' ;i)>nreci!i- 
lii^n of life. ' , 

When we reacli the oiit.'^idc world jind liavc 
lo comiicto with other people in the open mar- 
ket, it hrconu'S evident how esycnlial is I lie 
ability to expre-^.-^ ono.si'lf. To be aUlo lo .•illiiiii 
prominence in any sphere of life one inusi be 
ahio to oxiirc-^s oncself I'Inenlly ;mil exact ly, and 
to be able lo talk too, lo all kinds of iiooplc. 

The lime lo acquire .such :i knowledge is 
now. Not only are our minds most sii.seepi ihio 
lo recoplion and rolentioii. but Univer.sity lilV 
provides a most favourable ;it mosplie.ro. The 
choice of good literature is ca.sy, and (hero is 
comparatively speaking ample timo lo sparo for 
reading that i.s. in the normal way. outside if 
the direct line of the work that is being ptir- 
siiod. Part icijiat ion in the Debating Union is 
another excellent way of learning to find I he 
right word. 

One notices that as one gqes up the .scale 
of the educated there is a noticeably le.ss lon- 
dency to indulge in profanity in exiiro.ssing one- 
self. Swearing is evidently a sign of an inade- 
quate vocabulary. It i.^ easy, when stuck for a 
word to pass it off with an oath. l5ut the best 
way is to know how lo say what you desire lo 
say directly. 



Collese Comment 



INTUITION. 

Philosophers from the dawn of Imnwn history hive 
lived under the ilhision that the intellect is only one way' of 
getting knowledge, says tJic Collegian, and a rather precar- 
ious way at that. Now, as college students whofn main 
business— or ostensible .business at least— it is to get know- 
ledge, we arc intcn.^rly inlcrc.Mcd in atiy method of: study 
that docs away with that nerve-racking, lic.id-splitting 
ordeal known as brain-work. 

The i'.icl that college students have yet to find such a 
magic method is i^nfiicicnt proof that it is humanly impos- 
sible to do so. The argument would seem lo end here, but 
let us go a little further and try. tc discover what these 
philosophers were doing when they ptit their faitli in sonic- 
thing other than' the intellect in their quest for knowledge. 

In the first place, they had the wrong idea of know- 
ledge. .\ftcr ciMitiiries or blundering, wc have discovered 
that fciowlcdcc docs not consist of any particular state of 
mind. Knowledge is a way of acting— a way of handling 
our environment. W hen we w-atch a jurgcûn set a broken 
arm, we sec that he kiton's surgery bj' what he docs, this is 
a type of beha^n'or that is under the immediate control of 
the intellect- the cortex, if you please. Skill is the final 
result of intensive study and hard work. 

In \new of this so-called Instrumental Theory of 
Knowledge, what do our philosophers mean when they say 
there i> atiother and mote reliable way of getting know- 
ledge.' From our' c\-]Knencr. wc can safely say that it would 
be easi'.r for â bolt of lightning to come out of a clear sky 
than it would be for an idea to cotnc out of a soft head. 
Perhaps the philosophers arc being moved by pure impulse 
which they have sanctified by calling it Intuition. There is 
nothing divine about this instinctive action. It is not even 
human. Intuition may be sufficient for a jungle life where 
the situations an animal must face arc always the same. Bui 
modern civilized life is so complicated and so . kaleidoscopic 
that wc must keep our wits sharp every motnctit if wc c.\- 
peci to survive. 



DORMITORIES AND HE MEN 

The Olxrlin Kevitw prints the following libm a cou- 
tenijwrary, and conunentt on it : 

"Oberlin college, one of thé oldest educational iustilU' 
tions in the middle West, is engaged in what an alumnus 
describes a; "trying to take the curse off co-education." Its 
nictiiod in.iv ;jprly toonct or later to som«''pf the other co- 
educational college* in this country. 

Two years ago a group of he-men among the under- 
graduates got together and told the authorities that "liiere 
wasn't enough men's life on the catnpus,-". aii4 something 
would liavc to be done to correct the impression that" it 
was a women's college. There was t6o much emphasis, tlie 
said, on co-education. The nialc studetits were 'doing too 
much "dating'' for lack of other interesting activities. Hicy 
must have "more recreation of the type that appeals to 
men only." 

Exactly what that means need not be' inquiràd into too 
closely, though in the main the masculine yeariiings wcro 
doubtless li.jrinlcss enough. .\> any rate the college autliori- 
tirs have done something about it. There is to bo a new 
dormitory system which "will copy some of the best feat- 
ures of the fraternity system. (Oberlin has no fraternities) 
by having the men live in groups of from 30 to SO students 
in iinall, well-equipped dormitories, to be run by the col" 
lege. 

This seems to be a good deal like the English .system 
which has long prevailed in Oxford and Cambridge. It 
ought to work almost as well in Anicritan colleges, though 
it is liardly possible that American male students will ever 
rise to the lofty indifference toward "dates" shown by fhcir 
Kiiglish brethren. There is something superhuman about the 
studied way in which British studeiits ignore the existeiicc 
of the oth.er sex and content themselves with their own so- 
ciaj affairs. 



PHASES OF COLLEGE LIFE 

As to what significance should be attached (o the dif- 
ferent phase of Cojlcgc life as each applies to pcrsoniil 
development is a matter of debate in some circles at the 
present time. Soine say that the main contribution of ' the 
Univejsity should be social, others aCadeitiic. As far as wc 
are coiio rii'-d a proper blending of both is our .aim. The 
main purpose of College life deserving our altcotion is thi; 
bearing it has on a good all round development that, will 
carry individual on m his relatioii to life in gerisral. Tiic 
basis upon which 3 student works, tlic manner in which he 
assumes his responsibilities, the effort he tnakcs to think 
through and dctcrniine for himself his relation lo tl);n;.!s in 
general. Whether he comes in on the flow of the tide or 
goes' out with the ebb is eventually a m,ntter of his own, 
choosing. 

Aside from curriculum activities, meetings have been 
arranged whereby students may derive benefit from the 
experience of others. Those who attended the S. C. M. 
meeting on Tuesday .evening to hear Dr.. II. L. MacNeil 
cannot be otherwise than helped by his iTO;ss.igc.— Tlie 
Urandon College "Qi>i"» r - . .. .

J. Smart, 
who was borirowed for this purpose 
from a local infantry unit. The ad- 
judant was Capt. (now Major) C. M. 
McKergow, at present Pr .ssor e^f 
Mechanical Engineering at McGiU, 
who had obtained his eonimission by 
taking tho courses mentioned before. 
Tho two company tommandcrs wcro 
Liiéuls. llelm.Tn.and Cosgrave. 

At this point It misht l>o noted that 
the MeCiill emitingent. rif llin Cnnadian 
Offieor.s Tr.jinins Corps is the senior 
unit of tho O.T.C. outside of the 
United Kingdoms. 

War Period 

Of the war period we shall say very 
little, as the main ovents of this have 
roeently been recalled and.do.nol ncod 
to bo flaiinted to show that McGIII 
did her share ol iho job. 

On August 8th, I'JH, tha CO.T.C. 
commonccd training oit the campus, 
under the comi'naiid of Capt. McKer- 
gow, AlaJ. Bniarl hàvlhs returned to 
his regtinènl. on mobilization. About 
the sanio date tho lS5th, or McGIII 
battalion. who.««i eolours are now in 
tho possession of liie Univorsily, was 
formed and also drilled on the caiii- 
pun. These two were for a short time 
)»et*ged losether, but w«ro Ëoàn s«p- 
urated as the work of the C.O.l'.C. Is 
to train meii to beeôme of fleers .^nd 
not to provldo reci'ults for tho ranks. 
Aucland ûeddes Comtnandt 

In làlB, A. C Gertdfti, brother to Sir 
Eric of naval "axe" fame, and who 
later became Britisher Ambassador to 
'VVashlngton. tdok over the coinihàrid. 
Other officers who had a hand in côn- 
tr^llthg ttiè dèitinies oî the Co'rps dur- 
ing tho war w'ere LI.-C61. 11. slarke, 
bt.-Col. A. A. Magoe, D.S.O., and 
RIaj.

The main point of Interest lo prés- 
ciit members of tho Corps is lhal the 
McdlUI C.O.T.C. In in point of tact 
Uic inspiration ot thp n.O.T.(7. (Ilo- 
sorvo Ofieers TralnlnK Corps) of llic 
United Sliite.'i, which was broughl 
into being by arniy officers from 
Piattahiirg who had copie into contact 
with the MeGill C.O.T.C. durinè tho 
Great War. 

After the Wd'r 

After tho war, as was only natural, 
there was ti. very great ulilmp of in- 
terest in tlic CO.T.C. wlilcli was only 
saved from falling into ublivion l>y tlic 
strenuous (ffuris of Ll.-Gul. n. it. 
Thompson (alao a professor .-it .Mc- 
GIII) and a few loyi.l liencl^men. C'oi. 
Thompson held conimand from lOîi 
to 1021!, during tho troubled period of 
rcorganlzutifm. In Ui:ij he ri'lln-

At the iftid of the year, 
or rather the middle cC February 
practical, that viva-voc<^, examina.- 
lions are held, followed by written 
papers, set and corrected in England, 
about a month later.

The social side of the corps is also 
lithé>i- well looked after, starting with 
a smoHer the first week of the uni- 
versity year. During past few years 
tho corps has aUo put on * ball and 
a corps dinner.

part of th« prlM which he mu^t pay 
who wotild buy the truth. The truth- 
seeker wni often travel a lonely and 
perilous road. Companionship, heart- 
ening and enobling may be ours for 
much of the way but if we are deadly 
in earnest the crlsli hour will over- 
talce ttf when the search mast be 
pursued 1b »olltude and by the un- 
borrowed light within us. 

And this is sometimes the hour 
when the most momentous decisions 
aitist be made and the burden of de<.'- 
Islon each must bear for himself; if 
he does his quest for truth ends in 
failure. Edward Caird's words, "It is 
natural that man .""h'ould shrink from 
such a burden and many do shrink 
from it through distrust In theiinselves 
and desire to lean upon something 
ptroBger." Yr: i« not to men of ex- 
ceprtional genius or imusual know- 
ledge that the words were .«aJd "If 
thine eye be .single thy whole body 
shall bo full of light''. A man can al- 
ways, if he does not darken his eyes 
by unfaithfulness, get enough truth 
to live by, and th'at truth if be holds 
to It, will widen out and grow till his 
whole course becomes clear and cer- 
tain as was the narrow path to men 
of an earlier day. 

And never c^iJi the rjuality of courage 
be In greater demand than when wc 
seek to purchase that pearl of great 
Vrice of which our Ijord tells us in 
His gospel. To follow such a leader is 
obviously to coininil oiiesiïlf to a 
great adventure, the adventure of 
faith; for faith is an adventuro into 
the realm of the inexperienced and 
th« un demonstrated and it Is precisely 
this to which our J/ord calls us. He is 
tho Captain f'f our salv;ition and liiose 
who follow in His train must be pre- 
pared to endure hardness as good 
soldiers and to flglit the good Oght of 
faith unto the very ^-nd. 
' But the purchaj;i)ig-prii;e of truth 
calls for more than Coura.gr; courage 
must be under the conrtol of n«ason; 
the truth-Booker must learn to dis- 
tingoleh between tblnge that differ. 
He must give heed to St. Paul's i.-oun- 
BCl to prove all Ihlngs. For as JJun- 
yan has taught us, Mr. Wordly-Wise- 
man will tempt him to make the City 
of Compromise his abode. If he es- 
capes therefrom, he must needs pass 
through the City of Vanity J''fjjr, tjie 
City of J'hais© f'liance, more to Ixî 
feared than the Valley of the Shadow 
Of Death. The Inviting short cut, Hy- 
Path Meadow will llkowlsc allure him 
and seek to draw his feet from (ho 
Jiard and lonely road that leads at 
length to 'lie hiding-place of tho 
treasure he coveta. 

To drop imagery and return to dull 
prose, the Iruth-foeker must «Mjltivnle 
the spirit of the soicnllsl, lost lie be 
betrnyod Into ljuyinjr worllilisH ini- 
Itationa of the iiearl to purchase 
which lie hat< p;ir!<'il wUh all (hat he 
had.
